BAC)I»e ATWOBTB. 

Freqnect light Ebcwrre at Worth yeatarday 
reoderfd the track a abada alow but not enoagh 
to favor mod hotaea. There waa do ataka race 
np for aolntion bnt deepite tbia fact a crowd 
almoet as large aa that of the opaniog day waa 
preaent and witnesaad a fair day’a aport. Form 
played an important part in the afternoon’a 
aport the beat boraea abowing wall np in the 
variona racea. The aecond race waa declared 
off and a new field anbatitnted at the same dia> 
tance. John Qrigaby, with Cobnrn np, aeemed 
to be thrown Into tbia once aronnd the circle 
bnt be fonnd a tartar in Eva’a Darling which 
ontgamad him in the clcsing atridea and won a 
rattling good race by a abort noae. After the 
llret qnarter bad- been rnn Eva’a Darling darted 
into the lead and held it by a fair advantage np 
to the iaat eighth poet where Cobnrn brongbt 
np John Grigsby with a rneh. Cobnrn tried 
every art and ekill to get bia monnt’e head in 
front in the cloeing atridea bnt withont avail. 
He bad laid jnat a shade too far back with the 
horse, evidently thinking that the leader wonld 
come back to him. Do Madge finished third 
two lengths back. She baa not started before 
in some time and the race abonld abont pnt her 
on edge. Birch Tree was right there for eiz 
fnrlonge bnt died away fast when the pinch 
came. It waa a measly field. 

Orontss aftir many attempts finally fonnd an 
easy spot winning the fifth race, a dash of one 
and one-eighth miles, rather eaasily by two 
lengtbe ficm Cbarley Moore, which beat Lady 
Elite for second place. The last named abowed 
the way for the first seven fnrlonge where abe 
tired and Charley Moore took the lead. He 
held it by a fair margin np to the last eighth, 
where Orontaa was called open and closed on 
him with a tnsb. The two ran lapped for a few 
etridee when Orontaa nnder persuasion moved 
gradnally away and the result was never after- 
ward in doubt. Lady Elite’s effort was a good 
one, considering the fact she has not started in 
a long time. Old campainer Admetns ran fourth 
failing to show any of hie former speed. He baa 
undoubtedly seen hia best days. False Lead 
might jnst as well have remained in hia stall. 

It was reported aronnd the track that Sevoy 
bad been co the care all night and was a little 
stiff, bnt deepite this rumor [he was made a de- 
cided favorite in the day’s opener, a six and a 
half furlongs dash. Be rewarded the confi- 
dence placed in him by hie many backers by 
winning the race in a big easy gallop. Alee led 
for the fiiat half mile, when Savoy was called 
upon and in an instant he had dashed into the 
van, remaining there easily to the end. He 
won by three and a half lengths from Goal 
Bnnner, which beat Siren Song two for second 
place. Goal Bnnner improved suddenly from 
hia poor showing at Harlem with seventy 
ponnds up some few days before. Siren Song 
swerved badly in the stretch or she wonld have 
been much closer up at the finish. Irish Jewel 
ran far below his true form, as only several 
days before with nine pounds more np he won 
a cracking good race in 1:18^. Sim W. with 
ninety-three ptonnds up was never a contender. 
Ha is a bad horse at present. 

Lacrimae, just from the east, won a Incky 
race whan she beat Amirante a nose in the 
third, a scramble of six furlongs for two-year- 
olde. Landry pnt np a poor effort on the lat- 
ter, getting her ent off at the first qnarter and 
loeing ground at the stretch turn by swinging 
wide. She came with a great rnsh at the end, 
bnt could not get np, loeing by the shortest of 
margins. John A. Clarke was third a length 
back. He finished strongly next to the inside 
rail and altogether ran a good race. Marcos 
ahowed the way to the turn for home, where he 



was dona and dropped back beaten. Santa 
Teresa ran below expectation. 

Hermencia proved to be the beet in the mile 
and a sixteenth dash, winning in a hard drive 
by a half length from W. B. Gatea, which swerved 
somewhat in the closing etridee. The winner 
came fast in the last eighth under punishment 
and Ewerved from the center of the track to the 
inside rail. W.B. Gates beat Brownie Ander- 
son seven lengths for second place. The latter 
was wall np for seven furlongs and then began 
to tire rapidly. Canova showed speed early, 
bnt quit when a furlong out. Zack Phelps 
ahowed early speed. He rnne best in the mud. 

Little Elkin took the last race of the day in a 
hot tilt with Croaby in the last sixteenth. The 
former, after lying far ont of it for six fnrlongs, 
moved np fast and deepite Cobnm’a strong ride 
on Croaby nailed him by a nose on the poet. 
Moroni waa third, six lengths back. Miss Doo- 
ley ran well for six fnrlongs. Old Mike ahowed 
early speed. 

Crosby’e entry will be refused in fntnre by the 
Worth judges because of bis bad acting at the 
post. 

MOTES OF THSTDBF. 

Peter Weber’s eyetem of training rnnners is 
being adopted by a large number of trainers. 
Walter Maben, of Loa Angeles, is the last one 
to wqyk bis horses on this plan, which is driv- 
ing them to a cart instead of having them rid- 
den by an azerciae boy. Mr. Weber claims that 
working colts to cart makes them better man- 
nered, gives them better months and saves their 
legs, as they do not have to carry weight. Nerv- 
ous horses are often greatly improved by the 
driving system. 

It was made public recently, through weights 
and entries of Morris Park Stakes, that Bines 
was not sold ontright by Jnlins FleischmsMin. 
When the Mayor let the better part of his stable 
go last summer, Frank Farrell bought some of 
the stars. ' Bines was among bis purchases. 
Whether Mr. Fleiscbmann bought back an in- 
terest in Blues is not known, bnt it has de- 
veloped that Frank Farrell has only an interest, 
though the managing interest, in the horse. 

The Matron Stakes footed np considerably 
more than its gnaranteed value of $20,000, ag- 
gregating $24,495. Of this the winner’s share 
was $17,747.50, while the second horse won $4,- 
248.50 and the third horse $2,499. Thus this 
great stake was made np wholly of money con- 
tribnted by owners and cost the association 
nothing. However, this condition will not pre- 
vail in the fntnre as $10,000 is to be added to the 
Matron Stakes in fntnre closings. 

When Clarence H. Mackay purchased Heno 
from J. E. Madden the price was not made pub- 
lic. Tuesday it was said on good authority that 
Mr. Mackay paid $32,500 for the colt, and as 
Heno’e share of the Matron Stakes was $17,747.50, 
the investment can be regarded as being based 
upon good judgment. 

Sam Doggett, the well known jockey, has re- 
turned from Austria and wae at Morris Park 
Wednesday. He says that Fred Taral, who has 
had great success in that country, will return 
to America next month, bnt will go back to 
Austria next year for another campaign. 

Catesby Woodford, Baceland Stud, Paris, Ky., 
has had the misfortune to lose the bay suckling 
colt by Sir Dixon — Elopement, by Hindoo, 
therefore a half brother to Alceclo. He died 
from inflammation of the bowels a few days ago. 

While at the post for the Matron Stakes Burns 
was set down for two days for breaking through 
the barrier and O’Connor was fined $50 for mis- 
behavior. In the last race Martin was also set 
down for two days for disorder. 



After the last race at Morris Park on Tnesday 
J, Tabor pnt in a claim for C. F. Dwyer’s ' 
Ethics, entered to be sold for $500, Wednesday 
Tabor returned Ethics to Dwyer for $800 after 
having turned down an offer of $3,500 for the 
colt. 

Dayton and Hneston. the steeplechase jock- 
eys, have been snepended and their cases re- 
ferred to the National Hunt and Steepleehase 
A SBOclation. 

E. Corrigan has claimed with the Messrs. 
Weatberby & Sons the name Lnte for the two- 
year-old bay filly by Watercress— Lucille Mur- 
phy. 

Martin Doyle, of Paris, Ky., has sold to H. K. 
Knapp, of New York, a yearling colt, by Sir 
Walter— Maladay, by Boesington, for $800. 

Bnbscribar, Chicago. A is only entitled to his 
money back. With Ynlcain scratched his bet 
was a draw. 

G. A. H., Chicago. Yon do not win on the 
entry and yonr wager was lost. 

A. J. C., Chicago. Yonr wager on Saintly was 
a loser.

Dailv Bacing Form 
earnestly commends these valuable stakes to 
the consideration of all tnrfmen who are con- 
templating a winter campaign over the finely- 
appointed tracks governed by the California 
Jockey Club. Winter racing in California is 
the equivalent of summer racing in the east 
and is generously supported by the cosmopoli- 
tan and sport-loving people of San Francisco, 
in many rsspects the most delightful city in the 
United States in which to psss a few pleasant 
month s.

ENGLISH AND All ERIOAN HOBSES. 

The well-known contributor to the columns 
of the London Sportsman, Vigilant, makes a 
few words spoken to an interviewer ,by Mr . 
Foxhall Keene the text of a learned discourse 
on breeding. Americans freely acknowledge 
their indebtedness to England. If we had not 
imported the best blood of that country our 
progress wonld have been alow indeed. The 
fact that we are sending horses across the At- 
lantic to run snccessfnlly in the great events of 
the British turf, shows that wo have us sd im- 
ported strains to advantage. Judgment in mat- 
ing, combined with good climate and care in 
rearing, is the secret of snccess in breeding in 
America as well as in Australia and England . 
Those who saw David Garrick race here will not 
concede that he is a better horse than Iroquois 
was ; and Ben Holladay is not the greatest thor- 
oughbred that we have produced. The views of 
the London Sportsman critic are not free from 
prejudice, and we make room for them in order 
that onr readers may sea the trend of English 
thought ; 

American trainers and American jockeys have 
done well and taught ns a good deal, but Amer- 
ican-bred horses have certainly not beaten onr 
record up to now. The best that we have seen 
of late years, Diegnisa II, and Cap and Bells II., 
are out of mares imported from England, bnt 
you wonld not mention either as in the same 
category with a Flying Fox or a Persimmon. 
Than, taking the Americans generally, though 
they outnumber the Australian importations 
to this country by at least thirty to 
one, what results of theirs can we pre- 
tend to compare with those achieved by 
Merman, Malnma, Newhaven, Georgia, The 
Grafter, Australian Star, etc.7 There have been 
a lot of very useful American horses, bnt none 
like the Australians mentioned above. It would 
be idle for any American to pretend they have 
bred for many years past a horse to compare 
with Merman, Ben HoBaday was, perhaps, the 
nearest approach to it, and, curiously enough, 
he also at one time was bought by Mrs. Langtry, 
bnt was most unfortunately cast by the Vet., 
and the batgain did not go through, But Ben 
Holladay did not, like Merman, go on imnroving 
np to eight years old and then quit the turf at 
the very top of his form. Merman, when he beat 
Perth II. for the Ascot Club last year in record 
time, was probably at least twenty-eight ponnds 
better than when he won the Cesarewitch, and 
where, for that matter, will yon find the Ameri- 
can horse that has rnn in three Cesarewitches, 
won Goodwood, Jockey Club and Ascot Cups 
and generally slaughtered opposition when it 
came to dingdong business over a, distance of 
ground. Give me good old Merman against 
all the American horses that ever were 
bred; and as for Anrnm— well, I have never 
ceased to regret that ha was not able 
to rnn in this country. His trainer, W. 
T. Bobinson, got to know enough abont him to 
say, as be did to me, ''Anrnm is worth all the 
Australian and other horses pnt together.” 
Bnt, after all, so long as Mr. Foxhall Keene rec* 
ognizes that be cannot hope to beat us except 
by breeding from imported stock there ie no 
need to take exception to his imaginary re- 
marks. It is a solid fact that were the English 
government to prohibit the exportation of 
bloodstock, no other nation in the world wonld 
have a decent racehorse after about fifty years, 
and from that time onward the position wonld 
grow worse and worse, each sort degenerating 
according to the tendency of its country. 

It may be urged that David Garrick and Kil- 
marnock have done good work this season in

the interests of the American-bred raeehorse, 
and within certain limits that is true enough. 
Mr. Lorillard told me that David Garrick was 
the best horse— Iroquois not excepted— that he 
had ever sent over to this country, or indeed ever 
owned, and the son of Hanover did unquestion- 
ably put in a good performance whan be won 
the Chester Cup ; but when it came to meeting 
Merry Gal at Epsom ha could never extend her, 
and than his failure to come up to the scratch 
at Ascot proved him to be no Merman, while 
Kilmarnock will have to accomplish a lot mors 
than be has hitherto done before taking rank 
with Mr, Jersey’s old champion. Thera is no 
race easier to win than the Alexandra Plate 
when a horse is fit and can act on hard ground, 
but the Ascot Cup last year afforded a fair 
hammer-and-tongs trial over the Cup course 
against the best French form. Merman fairly 
reveled in that race, and though he, as usual, 
was barefoot when he came victoriously through 
that tremendous gallop, be was in the paddock 
next afternoon, without any semblance of sore- 
ness, ready to go out for the Alexandra Plate 
if they would only let him, which, owing to the 
supposed informality of his entry, they would 
not. Kilmarnock this year ran in both races, 
but his Cup effort was a very different affair, 
consisting as it did of a mere exercise gallop 
for the first mile of the distance. There is no 
question that Merman improved each year and 
right up to the time when be was retired, nor 
is there any reason to suppose that we had even 
seen the best of him.. It was the same with Ma- 
luma, which was of the same age, eight years, 
and I have her trainer’s authority for stating 
that she was better last season that she had 
ever been before while in his charge. The older 
school of American horses were better stayers 
than the present, simply because long distance 
racing is no longer encouraged in the States, 
but good as foxhall no doubt was when he won 
our Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire, he did 
not train on and it needed no wonder to beat 
him next year at Ascot, nor did Iroquois retain 
his form after his three-year-old season,— Turf, 
Field and Farm. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

J. H. Woodford passed through Cincinnati 
last week and while there said in the course of 
an interview : 

“Marcus Cartwright is, I believe, the most 
successful bookmaker west of tbe AUeghanies 
today, if not of the whole country. And he has 
been successful for twenty years. He is the 
only bookmaker who has been in the business 
for twenty years, and has made and saved a 
fortune of at least a million dollars. Mr. Cart- 
wright the other day, in a long conversation 
with ma, explained some of tbe methods that 
have resulted in his unprecedented success. 
Said he : ‘I never in my life asked an owner 
for his opinion as to the chances of hie horse 
winning I don’t want to kncSW the opinions of 
owners or anybody else. I never had but one I 
man employed to secure information for me. j 
The single exception is this man Hugh McCul- 
lough, who has been with me far years. He is 
a good man and a deserving man, and I have 
kept him with me accordingly. Bat I never act 
on his information. My. important rule in 
bookmaking is to take tbe bets on tbe horses 
that are tbe hot favorites, especially when the 
prices on them were being forced down precipi- 
tately just before the race by the multitude.’ 

“The racing at Chicago right now is very 
good, indeed, viewed from almost any angle of 
the game. The attendance is great, and 1 think 
the horsee, as a rule, are better than have bgen 
contenders at fall meetings there for years. 
Pink Coat starts in the Twentieth Century 
Handicap next Wednesday and, 1 think, has a 
fighting chance to win, as tbe track record had 
to be broken the other day to beat him, 1 think 
that 1 shall take Pink Coat back to the farm 
Wednesday, win or lose, and certainly should 
he win. While be has been in quite a number 
of races this year ha has not been abused, but 
certainly deserves a good rest and tbe best of 
treatment this winter. Pink Coat is only six 
years old, and I see no reason why, with careful 
attention and preparation, he should, not be as 
good as ever on the turf next year,’’ 

Because the track was heavy Pink Coat did 
not start for the Twentieth Century, but it is 
plpasing to know that the gallant old winner of 
tbe ’98 American Derby and of last year’s 
Wheeler Handicap will race in Chicago again 
next year.
